SecrioNn 1. Every owner or keeper of a dog shall
annually on or before the thirtieth day of April of each
year, cause it to be registered, numbered, described bay of ewnes of
and licensed for one year from the first day of the en- fos.
suing May, in the office of the clork of the city or
town wherein he resides, and in counties where there
is no township organization, in the office of the county
auditor, and shall canse it fo wear around its neck a
collar distinctly marked with its owner's name and
registered number, and shall pay for such license one
dollar for a male dog, and two dollars for a female dog,
over the age of six months, and also the further sum
of twenty-five cents as fees for said clerk. .
Sec. 2. The clerk shall issue the license and record
in g book provided by the city or town and kept for

that purpose,

The county treasurer
shall keep an accurate and separate account with each
town or city in his county, of all sums received and
expended under the provisions of this chapter, which
account shall at all times be open to the inspection of
any voter of the county.

And the dosnstlemea
city council of any city, and the board of supervisors
of any town, may at any time appoint one or more
persons other than police officers or constables in any
town or city, to kill, or cause to be killed, all dogs
going at large, and not licensed or collared, according
to the provisions of this chapter, and such appointed
persons and officers, when not otherwise paid for their
services, shall receive from the county treasury the
sum of fifty cents for each dog so killed or destroyed,
upon the presentation of his claim for such services,
duly certified by the clerk of said city or town to the
county auditor, who shall thererpon draw an order in
favor of such person upon the treasurer of the county,
and the treasurer shall pay the same out of any money
which may have accumulated under the provisions of
this act.

Sec. 8. Any person may kill any dog that shall
suddenly assault him while he is peaceably without the when  pesson
enclosure of its owner or keeper, and any person may ™7 "7 **
kill any dog that is found out of the enclosure or
immediate care of its owner or keeper, worrying,
wounding or killing any sheep, lambs, or other domestic
animal.

Sec. 9. Any person suffering loss by reason ot
the worrying, maiming or killing of his sheep, lambs
or other domestic animals by a dog or dogs, not his or
her own, may within four days after he has become
cognizant of such loss, call upon the fence viewers of the Dumssorkifing
town wherein such loss was sustained, to appraise, upon wa.
- examination and proof, theamount of loss and damage he
has sustained by reason of such worrying, maiming or
killing, and upon his presenting within thirty days trom
the date of said appraisal, the amount of said appraisal
duly certified by said fence viewers, or a majority of
them, to the auditor of the county, whercin the dam-
age was done, the said auditor shall draw an order iu
favor of such person upon the treasurer of the county
for the amount of such loss and appraisal, and also an
order on said treasurer for the sum of two dollars in
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favor of each fence viewer certifying to said appraisal,
for hig fees in attending to said appraisal, and the treas-
urer shail pay the same out of any money which may
have accumulated under the provisions of this act.
Provided, That the treasurer of any county shall at
the time of the presentation of any such order find an
amount of not less than ten dollars credited for the
current year, under the provisions of this act, to the
town wherein said person suffering loss resides. After
such order has been drawn, the city or town or any
resident of the county may sue on complrint before
any justice of the peace of the proper county, or dis-
trict judge of the proper district, and recover against
the owner or keeper of the dog or dogs concerned in
doing such damage, the full amount thereof, together
with the costs of suit. Provided further, That no
person shall be entitled to compensation for damages
done: to his sheep, lumbs or other domestic animals,
while running at Iarge, contrary to town regulations
concerning the same.
Sea. 10. The mayor and aldermen of each city,
and the supervisors of each town, shall require all dogs
Duyot Msyor, 1ot licensed and collared according to the foregoing
e wna B0 provisions of this act, to be destroyed, and shall en-
force all penalties herein provided. Any officor refus-
ing or neglecting to perform any duty herein imposed
